Maswchusetts Joins the Majority. 


Massachusetts is almost the last, if not the last, slate in the 


Union lo adopl the system of biennial elections. Up to Ihc 
present time it has elected its oilicials annually notw thsland- 
fe-the 
fact that practically all of the other stales ong ago 


excluded that l.hore is such a thing as having elections oo 
often and that, on the whole, better results are obtained 
through longer tenure of office. 
After much agitation Mas,s,i- 


chusells has decided lo join the majority and,bcgmmng uex 
tall, ils governor and other slate oflicials will be deced fo 
tWo-ycar lerms, and Ihe change lo biennial elections will result 
iivlengthening Ihe terms of some county oilicials. 


While the proposed change was under discussion strong 


arguments were advanced for and against il. Us advocates in- 
veUed agalnsUhe almost incessant political ag.talion which 
aiinual elections involve, while its opponents were eqnfllly 
emphatic in their contention that it was wise to 'keep the gov- 
ernment close fo the people," which they claimed was done by 
compelling officials to give frequent accounts of their steward- 
ship and the voters an opportunity to approve or condemn. 


On the whole, there is reason to believe that the change 


Massachusetts has made is a'wise one. 
The experience ol 


other stales goes to confirm this view. There is no doubt that 
too-much politics is a bad thing. With caucuses and de.dions 
following/one another in such rapid succession as is unavoid- 
able under a system of annual elections many voters are apt 
to become indifferent and to act carelessly or fail (o acl en- 
tire] y. • Again, with longer terms, officials have a chance to 
become familiar with' their duties before going before then1 


constituents for judgment on their oflicial acts, something 
which was hardly possible under the one-year syslcm. 


But where the terms of ollicc are longer it behooves the 


voters to exercise care in the choice of their oflicials. 
They 


should do this in any'tase, but there should naturally be. great- 
er care when it is known that mistakes in selection cannot be 
recllfipd at the ciujUof a brief twelve months. 
A legislator or 


olher official who has served a term of two or more years can- 
no! complain that he has not had a fair chance lo show his 
nieille, or find fault with the Voters if they decree a change. 
Under the short-term system it was considered hardly fair lo 
deny a man at least one ^-election, but where the term is 
lower there is a belter basis for judgment, and as a rule there 
should be more satisfactory results. 


lilcclions are expensive, but lluit is not Ihc chief argument 


in favor of Ihe biennial system. 
II is a system which gives the 


voters time lo think and to weigh mailers more carefully than 
(hey could under conditions which could hardly be called set- 
tled at any time. The change has worked well in other states 
and 'here is reason lo believe it will prove equally satisfactory 
in Massachusetts, which has been so slow lo adopt it.
